(one-way)  to  Market  Street.  Turn  right  on  Market  and  then  right  again  at  the  next  street,  Beale.  Look  for  parking 
on  Beale  as  you  proceed  toward  Mission. 

Traveling  North  on  Highway  280:  Exit  at  6*  Street  and  proceed  west  on    Street  to  Mission  Street.  Tum  right 
on  Mission  Street  and  proceed  east  for  approximately    mile  until  Fremont.  At  Fremont,  tum  left  (one-way)  to 
Market  Street.  Turn  right  on  Market  and  then  right  again  at  the  next  street,  Beale.  Look  for  on  street  parking.
